public lands.

o n public lands cited by Po o le in­ 
clude dumping of 
g arbag e, driv ing mo to rcy cles in

authorized 
areas, 
stealing 
equipment 
fro m camp­ 
grounds. burning 
v eg etatio n, littering , dig g ing 
up plants 
and fo ssil specimens, stealing Christmas trees, the dan­ 
gerous use of firearms 
and v ario us acts o f v andalism. 
A big aid to the vandal in recent y ears has been that 
handy gadget, the aerosol bomb. With a few cans of 
spray paint, a determined desecrator can leave his more 
or less permanent mark over a much wider area than 
he was formerly able to. 
So little authority do bureau 
emplo y es hav e, claims 
Poole, that if one catches 
a v andal in the act erf break­ 
ing up a picnic table 
fo r instance, all he can do is ask 
him to stop. He cannot 
make an arrest. In tho se infre­ 
quent instances 
when co nv ictio ns are o btained, fines 
are light. 
Besides more law enfo rcement autho rity , the bureau 
also needs more 
mo ney and manpo wer to maintain de­ 
cent recreation 
areas, with g o o d water, sanitatio n and 
other public health safeguards. 
By all means, the big -industrial despo ilers must be 
check ed. But just as it is indiv idual Americans in their 
millions who are 
the majo r so urces o f po llutio n in o ur 
crowded areas, so 
it is careless and selfish indiv iduals 
in their few or many tho usands who are the real threat 
to our open spaces. 
They should be stepped on.

the Pentagon. A blue ribbon 
group has issued a 
report 
suggesting 
radical 
changes. 
Defense Secretary M e l vi n 
Laird is k nown to favor a 
m ajor overhaul. 
The reforms, it’s promised, 
would reduce costs, improve 
m anagem ent 
and 
insure 
a 
more effective defense. 
Any one 
who 
has 
ever 
watched the Pentagon from 
within or without k nows there 
is something wrong with the 
way it operates. 
But this reporter has lived 
through 
a 
series of 
major 
reorganizations, all of which 
promised efficiency , savings, 
better management. 
There was. for example, the 
unification plan which created 
the Departm ent of Defense. 
More lately , there was the 
R ob e r t 
S. 
M cNamara 
revolution. But the Pentagon 
didn’t 
change. 
Management 
efficiency continued low'. Cost 
overruns grew’. 
T he 
reporter. 
having 
covered 
the 
Pentagon 
for 
more than 20 y ears, believes 
these 
reform s 
have 
made 
things worse, not better. They 
have 
tended 
toward 
over- 
centralization. 
The situation is lik e that in 
some 
conglomerates 
which 
have 
flourished 
during 
the 
past decade, only to fumble 
in the last y ear or two. The 
conglomerate 
would 
find 
a 
sm aller company that look ed 


p r om i s i n g , 
but perhaps 
needed more cash or other 
assets. The sm aller company 
would be bought with stock . 
Then the conglom erate’s m an­ 
agem ent would move in and 
ease out the little firm ’s men. 
replace them with specialists 
under the close direction of 
the big company ’s officers. 
Soon the conglomerate found 
itself 
managing 
so 
many 
small companies that, lik e the 
Pentagon, it becam e bogged 
down 
in 
committees 
and 
meetings and faced with a 
host of m ajor decisions on 
m atters with which the top 
men 
weren’t 
in 
day -to-day 
contact. 
Things had gone fine so long 
as the*conom y was bubbling. 
But 
the 
slowdown 
brought 
crises. Bad decisions began to 
stand 
out. 
The 
rule-by -too 
many -committees 
s l ow e d 
down inventiveness, made it 
more 
difficult 
to 
get 
new 
ideas 
adopted. 
Yet 
growth 
was dependent on adapting 
quick ly to new approaches. 
The Pentagon, of course, is a 
conglomerate. 
Lik e 
the 
un­ 
happy enterprises mentioned 
above, over the y ears its top 
men have believed that things 
would work right if only they 
could 
centralize 
decisions, 
prevent 
competition 
(inter­ 
service rivalry ), root out over­ 
lap and gain uniformity . On 
paper, this saves money . But. 
as 
the 
conglomerates 
have 
found, this centralized decis­ 
ion mak ing, and the resultant 
discouragement 
of 
indepen 
dent creative action by subor­ 
dinates, drives out able m an­ 
agers. 


Today , 
the 
Pentagon 
is 
having greater and greater 
difficulty attracting first rank 
men to serve as secretary of 
the Army . Navy or Air Force. 
At one time these men were 
full cabinet officers; they had 
a 
wide 
range 
of 
decision 
authority . Yet so far have 
they fallen in recent y ears 
that 
M cNamara 
by passed 
them 
when 
he 
chose 
on 
m atters for which they were 
responsible. Under the new 
reorganization 
plan 
these 
posts would sink even lower 
in prestige and authority . 
The Chinese Communists in 
their 
“ great 
leap forw ard” 
found that their huge, “ef­ 
ficient” 
communes, 
run 
by 
experts, were not nearly so 
productive 
as 
“ inefficient” 
family farm s. The Russians 
are finding that if they are 
to increase efficiency , 
they 
must allow factory m anagers 
greater independence. 
The 
best 
run 
and 
most 
successful 
of 
the 
m ajor 
American 
companies 
have 
learned 
that 
first-rate 
men 
must be pick ed for running 
their subordinate firms, then 
given their own reins within 
top m anagem ent’s guidelines. 
The companies that have done 
this 
are those which 
have 
done well in adversity . 
The problem the Pentagon 
faces is finding the best men 
to tak e the top jobs and then 
c on v i n c i n g 
the defense 
secretary to give them as free 
a hand as national security 
and the budget allow. This is 
the only reform that will cut 
costs 
and 
produce 
better 
strategy and weapons.

International 
Fellowship Inc., a privately op­ 
erated students exchange ser 
vice, who died along with 52 


others in the crash near Cuzco, 
Peru.

death." sobbed Pam ela's older 
sister. Mrs. William Conover, 
who went on to explain that the 
two had been the closest of 
friends for many years. 
Both David and Pamela were 
to enter the senior class at 
Pint Plains High School in the 
fall. "They were both outstand­ 
ing 
kids," 
said 
Director 
of 
Guidance, 
Elliot Golden, who 
wil 
become principal of the 
high school in September. 
"I didn’t believe it when I 
first 
heard 
it." 
Golden 
con­ 
tinued sadly. "They were both 
wonderful, 
very 
popular, 
al- 
way had a smile: they will be 


highly 
missed 
by the school 
community." 
"You always hear these gen­ 
eralities. but they’re true in the 
case of these kids. They were 
friendly, outgoing, warm, and 
very well liked," Golden con­ 
tinued. 
"They were both so full of 
life." said Pam ela’s sister. Mrs. 
Conover, "bouncy, and happy 
and full of life." 
Mrs. Conover went on to ex­ 
plain that she had been to Peru 
under the same program five 
years earlier, and, in fact, had 
been in the same airport near 
which Pamela died on Sunday. 
When she died, Pamela was on 
the way to Lima. Peru, where 
she was to stay at the home 
of Rosie Zomoeta. a girl who 
had been an exchange student 


at the Seitz home five years 
earlier. 
What made Pam ela's death 
even harder to take for the 
Seitz family was the fact that 
her father had died only as 
recently as April of this year. 
Both Pamela and David were 
very active in school affairs 
according to relatives. Pamela 
was president of the Ski Club 
and a member of the Traffic 
Club, among others. David was 
a member of Ski Club and took 
part in many class activities. 
According to Golden, both stu­ 
dents were planning on attend­ 
ing college when they graduated 
from Pine Plains High School. 
The two had left from Ken­ 
nedy International Airport on 
June 19 to spend the summer in 


Peru, learning and living with 
the people of that nation. They 
were scheduled to return to the 
United States sometime in Sep­ 
tember. 
At the time of the crash the 
students were returning from a 
week long tour of the lnca ruins, 
some .160 miles southeast of the 
Peruvian capital of Lima.
